trary . of the Englifb court. King Charltt tht 
fecond h-id trdtrcd a quo warranto, to be iffued out againf thr 
charter of the city of London, upon pretence of their illegal ex- 
acling cf tells in the markets, and framing a fcandalous peti- 
tion, wherein they charged the King with obflruding thrjnf 
tice cf the nation, after a hng tryal at the court of the King's 
bench, wherein council was heard on both fides. Judge Jcnei 
declared it to be. the unanimous opinion of that court, that the 
liberties and franthifes of the city of London be feized into th, 
Kings bands, and accordingly October the $tb, following, tht 
Attorney General entered judgment offeizure, and the King 
nominated all the Magiff rates of the city' the enfuingyear. The 
city of London having lojl its charter, almojl all tht corporati- 
ons in England, influenced either by J ear or flattery, compliment- 
ed the King with a furrender of theirs, and the King granted 
them new ones, rcfervin: always to himfelf the power of ton 
firming their Mayor, Aide, men and other chief officers. 

It may eajilj be imagined afti r this that the Plantation 
could not long maintain their privileges. The pre-i : . 
Hampfhire never had a chari.r, tut the proprietors finding 
themf elves continually txpofed to the excurfions of the 1 rend 
and Indians on the borders, laid hold of this opportunity to vtaht 
a free furrender of their government to the crown, refer -vi'ig the 
fit to themf elves, for fuch improvements as it wns-capable of \ 
fince which iime the governor of New -Hampfhire has had c 
[fecial commifjlon to govern that province inaependently of tht 
Majfachufetts-Bay, and i: reprejer.ud in his abfence by a Lieu- 
tenant Governor appointed by the crown, who with a ccunci, 
of twelve of the inhabitants, appointed hkewife by thecrcwh 
direcl-all the affairs of the province. 

The province of Maffachufetts-Bay had a quo warrant* 
fent them in the year 1683, and in the year 1684*^ *writ of\ 
fare facial, by which they were required to make their appear A

Directions for prcr*rving the health ofine boUlu ■ 
in the Camps. 

WHEN the weather is cold and the air is pure an 
dry, if the Soldiers are well cloathed, there are b t 
.1 few difeafes produced ; but when the weather is unfettltcl , 
cloudy, wet and rainy, the ufual confequences are co'd 
jattended with feverifh inflammatory fymptoms, efpecial' 
Rheumatic, Pleuretic and Peripneumonic complaints, art 
if proper means are neglecled they will foon generate in 
Confumptions, or Chronic Rheumatifrrs, Sec. When foi 
diers undergo an uncommon degree of fatigue, and art 
much chilled with the cold in wet damp weather, the) 
fhould drink often of the following mixture, viz. Toon 
quart of fmall beer, add half a point of Brandy, fweetne- 
with MolafTes ; which mixture may be acidulated with ; 
little Vinegar, or Cream of Tartar to render it palatable. 
Soldiers mould never flcep in wet cloaths, nor on the we' 
ground. To keep the flomach warm in cold weather anc 
the Breaft, Kidneys and fkin, free from obflruclions, it will 
be proper to drink a fmall cordial dram of Garlic and 
Brandy, but this nor no other dram fhould be givrn to t 
Soldier that is almoft chilled to death with the cold, foi 
in this cafe it has often proved fatal, but he fhould be im- 
mediately put into a warm bed ard have fome warm grue 
or Sage Tea given him, and then he may be allowed ; 
dram. When a Soldier is obliged to be out in bad wea- 
cher, he fhould ufe exercife to keep his blood in a propei 
motion, and prevent it from being chilled with the cold. 
Frefn meats and greens fhould often be allowed to the Sol 
diers in the Camps, for their living a long time upon fall 
Iprovifion proves very deltructive to their health ; an arm) 
(fhould therefore be fupplied with all manner of good roots, 
fruits and vegetables, fuch as Onions, Leeks, Shallots, 
Turnips, Parlnips, Carrots, Cabbage, Apples, Pears, Cher- 
ries, Peaches, Plumbs, foft frefh Bread, Cyder, Lemons, 
jOranges, and the mod common herbs that are proper in 
feafon, fuch as Dandelion, Water-CrefTes, fharp pointed 
Dock, Brook-Lime, and the like fovereign Antiscorbutics, 
which would be a high re&efhment for Soldieis. Jn hot 
weather many difeafes owe their origin to poifonous ex- 
halations in the air, ard in this clafs are accute Fevers with 
Exanthemata of ail kinds, as the Small Pox, "Meafle?, 
1 eraans, Quartans, double Taitians, Burning Fevcis,i 
PIeurifies,Opihahnias ,Quincey«,Catarrhal Fevers, as we.

is of a cooling, lirengthening, antiputrid and diuretic na- 
ure, and will greatly reprefs all inflammatory difeafes. A 
Soldier fliould never lay himfelf down to fleep immediate - 
ly after he has done fupper, but fliould ufe fome fort of 
•xercife to promote digeition, and if his digeftion is weak 
ie may chew Rhubarb which will flrengthen it wonderfully, 
lie fliould keep himfelf as clean as poflible, for thofe that 
wear dirty cloathing and live an idle fedentary life and 
feed chiefly upon fait meat, old dry Bifcuit, farinaceous 
vegetables, Peafe, Beans and old Cheefe, &c. are very fub- 
jecl to many dangerous difeafes and efpecially the fcurvy, 
which is known by a fpontaneous weannefs and heavinefs 
of the boJy, a difficulty of breathing after bodily exercife.a 
rottennefs of the gums, and a (linking breath, a frequenti 
bleeding at the nofe, difficulty of walking, a fweJling or 
falling away of the legs, with livid plumbeous yellow on 
violet coloured fpots, and the colour of the face is often j 
pale and tawny.
